HOW

ONLINE 


WHAT? YOU’VE NEVER DONE IT?

We’re all big fat liars. Most of us spit out one or 
two intentional deceptions a day, and in a week 
we BS about 30 percent of those with whom we 
talk to one-on-one, according to old but seminal 
research from the University of Virginia. 


Here’s the rub: Those stats are 
from 1996, back when, beyond 
some basic e-mailing and AOL 
chat room chatter, the majority 
of our interactions happened in real life. 

If you didn’t feel like going on date No. 2 
with that nice but boring dude who couldn’t 
stop talking about his ficuses, or would in real- 
ity rather stick your pinkie in a meat grinder 
than attend your roommate’s French horn re- 
cital, all you needed was a quick one-time fib 
and you were in the clear. 

Nowadays, you whip up a fabrication about 
your head cold, and within hours you’ve been 
tagged in three Facebook pictures gulping 
from a beer bong. 

So, the Web is making us all a bit more hon- 
est, right? Not quite: The UVA research found 
people were less honest over the phone than in 
person, probably because it’s easier to lie into 
a phone than to someone’s face. With texts, 
GChats, Facebook messages and the like tak- 
ing over as the communication methods of 
choice, it’s not hard to imagine online lies run- 



ning rampant. 

But here’s the truly disturbing part: This 
spring, a new study reported that people tell 
50 percent more lies via e-mail than in written 
letters. So it’s not a written-vs.-spoken thing. 

Bottom line: The net’s making it both easier 
to lie and easier to get caught. Read on for a 
few tips on using the Web without getting tan- 
gled in your own web of deception. 

1. Be vague. 

Complex excuses sound made up, and the 
more intricate your story, the more likely you 
are to mess it up in a later retelling. 

2. Tell relevant cohorts about the 
attempted sham. 

If you blew off someone’s birthday for a 
late-night, last-minute, half-naked rooftop 
dance party (who can blame you?), you’ll need 


to make said partially dressed partyers your 
unwitting accomplices. 

3. Become besties with your 
privacy settings. 

Evidence of your fib will emerge on one of your 
social networking streams. V>ur goal is to keep 
it contained until enough time’s passed that no 
one will notice the incongruity between your 
stated plans and actual shenanigans. 

4. ... or just tell the truth. 

This all sounds mad complicated, exhausting 
and generally counter to the fun-ness you’re 
trying to weasel your way into, right? Much of 
the time lying just ain’t worth it. Apologize in 
advance for missing your friend’s happy hour, 
and ask if you can make it up to her next week. 
Request a personal day instead of calling in 
with a put-on chest cough. Just do it. 


Foursquare 
outage explained 

Foursquare’s Monday outage 
happened after staff tried to 
fix one problem and some- 
how triggered another. Then 
another glitch hit Tuesday, just 
hours after they were up and 
running again. Monday’s glitch 
was caused when one of the 
app’s servers was noticed stor- 
ing too much data. When the 
support team went to fix in, all 
the other servers went down.

3 new features 

Facebook unveiled three new 
features Wednesday to give 
users tools for communicat- 
ing with sheltered groups of 
people and increased control 
over the information they share 
on the social network. One new 
feature, called Groups, allows 
users to target their updates 
to specific sets of friends who 
they want to communicate with. 
Another new application, called 
Download Your Information, al- 
lows users to export all the per- 
sonal information they upload 
to Facebook to a file on their 
computer. Facebook also intro- 
duced Dashboard, which gives 
users the ability to see all the 
apps they use on one page, cnn

Nice to meet you 
again and again 

About five years ago I met a guy at the gym whom I will call “Victor.” 
Victor and I would run into each other around town two or three 
times a month and chat for a few minutes. Usually my partner, Brad, 
was with me, and every time Victor would say to Brad, “I don’t believe 
we’ve met,” and introduce himself. The first few times it was under- 
standable because they saw each other much less frequently, but after 
about the ioth time it became annoying. 

Am I that unmemorable that he can’t even recall having met me 
before?” Brad would ask. 

I suggested that maybe Victor has retrograde amnesia like the guy 
in “Memento,” or has his brain erased each week like in the TV show 
“Dollhouse,” or he secretly wants me and was subconsciously remov- 
ing Brad from his mind. All those theories were far more interesting 
than the probable answer: Victor just didn’t care enough to remember. 

What is it with forgetting names and faces? Unless you have a 
photographic memory once you tangentially meet someone you 
might not be able to remember their name weeks or months later. But 
to forget someone again and again and again each time you see them, 
well ... that’s just rude. 

I admit I am guilty of it on occasion, but usually I know we’ve met 
before. It can be tough to remember someone’s name, especially 
if you associate that person with a specific place. Like seeing that 
friendly barista not behind the counter at Starbucks but instead walk- 
ing toward you on the train platform. You can’t place them outside 
of their usual context at first and it can be disconcerting until you do 
remember— usually at 3 a.m., causing you to sit upright in bed and 
yell, “Her name is Sierra and she works at Nookies! That’s how I know 
her!” Meanwhile, you’ve scared the crap out of your sleeping cats and 
neighbors. 

This problem gets especially embarrassing when you meet some- 
one, forget his name and then keep running into him fairly often. For 
example, I see the same guy around the neighborhood at least twice 
a week and I never can remember his name. At some point I decided 
it’s Paul, but now I’m sure that’s wrong.

And since I dubbed him “Paul” 
in my mind, that is what stuck. I now have an echo in my head when I 
see him that repeats, “Not Paul.

The point is that while I might not always remember someone’s 
name, I definitely remember his existence. Unlike Victor, who after 
countless introductions still looks at Brad like he just moved to town. 
At this point we almost look forward to his reintroductions and 
decided to make a drinking game out of it. Every time he says “Nice to 
meet you,” we take a shot. 

Although, now that I think about it, alcohol isn’t going to help me 
remember anything.

Curious onlookers peeked into Kate Mc- 
Groarty’s glass-walled home office as she 
tried out her new digs for the first time. But 
the observers didn’t bother the 24-year-old. 

“Welcome to my home,” McGroarty said, 
beaming. 

Online voters chose McGroarty a Minne- 
sota native who lives on the North Side, as the 
winner of the Museum of Science and Indus- 
try’s Month at the Museum contest. 

That means the bubbly writer, drama 
teacher and customer service representa- 
tive will spend 30 days living inside the 
Hyde Park museum as part of a live experi- 
ment and exhibit. She’ll get to roam freely 
throughout the 26 -acre museum campus — 
interacting with museum patrons and blog- 
ging about the experience along the way 


museum officials said. 

“The only limit is her creativity, and she’s 
got a lot of creativity,” said Rob Gallas, the 
museum’s vice president and chief market- 
ing officer. 

McGroarty said she hasn’t decided what 
she plans to do when she moves into her 
new home, but it likely includes camping 
out in the museum’s massive U-505 German 
submarine. 

The glass office on the museum’s main 
level will serve as McGroarty’s headquarters 
— she will have private sleeping quarters in- 
side the museum, a spokeswoman said. 

But she’ll likely never be alone inside the 
massive building— guards and maintenance 
workers roam the building after hours, Gal- 
las said. 

McGroarty was among five finalists chosen 


last month by museum officials from about 
1,500 entries. She will move in Oct. 20 and 
move out Nov 18, taking with her $10,000. 

The finalists didn’t know who had won 
when they all showed for the announcement 
at the museum Wednesday They found out 
by conducting a chemistry experiment- 
only the winner saw a reaction when a cock- 
tail of liquids was mixed in a beaker. 

Although that’s about the extent of scien- 
tific work McGroarty has done recently, it 
won’t affect her ability to interact with the 
science museum-goers, the Northwestern 
University grad said. 

“What I do is not really that different 
from what the museum does,” she said. “Not 
everyone I teach wants to be an actor ... not 
everyone that comes here wants to be a scien- 
tist. Our goal is to spark curiosity in people.”

WASHINGTON 

President Obama 
awarded the 

Medal of Honor 
on Wednesday to 
Staff Sgt. Robert 
J. Miller, who died 
in Afghanistan in 
2008 after exposing 
himself to enemy fire and saving the lives 
of more than 20 U.S. and Afghan troops. 

Obama presented the award— the na- 
tion’s highest military recognition— to 
Miller’s parents during a somber ceremo- 
ny in the East Room of the White House. 
More than 100 of Miller’s friends and 
family attended the ceremony 

“You gave your oldest son to America, 
and America is forever in your debt,” 
Obama told Miller’s parents, Phil and 
Maureen Miller. 

The 24-year-old Green Beret was raised 
in Wheaton and “born to lead,” Obama 
said. Miller earned two Army Commen- 
dation Medals during his first tour in Af- 
ghanistan, Obama said at the ceremony 
“It has been said that courage is not 
simply one of the virtues, but the form of 
every virtue at the testing point,” Obama 
said at the ceremony “For Rob Miller 
that testing point came three years ago, 
deep in a snowy Afghan valley” 

During his second tour in Afghani- 
stan, Miller was serving in the Special 
Forces when he volunteered to lead a 
small nighttime patrol to a remote area in 
northwest Afghanistan, near the Pakistan 
border. The patrol was assigned to gather 
information about a compound that had 
been destroyed by insurgents. 

Just before dawn Jan. 25, 2008, 

150 Taliban insurgents ambushed the 
patrol. As the insurgents closed in, the 
soldiers were overwhelmed by gunfire 
and rocket-propelled grenades. Miller or- 
dered his team to fall back, Obama said. 

Miller charged toward the insurgents, 
directing gunfire away from his comrades 
and allowing them to get to safety 

‘And then, over the radio, they heard his 
voice,” Obama said. “He had been hit.”

Three male teenagers were shot to death 
in separate South Side incidents in the past 
week, a RedEye analysis of preliminary po- 
lice data found. 

A 17-year-old boy was fatally shot Tuesday 
in the 1600 block of West Montvale Avenue 
in Morgan Park, police said. On Sept. 30, a 
15-year-old boy was fatally shot in the 7200 
block of South Hermitage Avenue in West 
Englewood and an 18-year-old man was shot 
to death in the 7900 block of South Cottage 
Grove Avenue in Chatham, officials said. 

Sixty-six teenagers have been killed in ho- 
micides this year, RedEye determined. Nearly 
one in five of the city’s 353 homicide victims 
this year were teenagers, RedEye found. 

Citywide, fatal shootings also occurred 
in Austin, Greater Grand Crossing and West 
Garfield Park in the past week, officials said. 

September ended last week with 30 ho- 
micides, down from 40 homicides last year, 
RedEye determined. 

Three homicides have been recorded 
so far this month, according to data. Police 
recorded 36 homicides in October 2009, 
RedEye found, tswartz@tribune.com

2 injured in plane crash

A man and a woman in their 60s were pulled 
from a small plane that crashed into the 
roof of a sports fitness facility in Naperville 
on Wednesday morning. 

The pilot, Lloyd McKee, 66, and his wife, 
Maureen McKee, 63, suffered bone frac- 
tures and lacerations but were conscious 
and alert at a hospital, a spokesman said. 

The plane was taking off from a small 
airstrip just south of an XSport Fitness fa- 
cility shortly after noon when it struck a 
raised tower on the southwest corner of the 


building, according to the Federal Aviation 
Administration and aerial footage from the 
scene. 

There was no explosion or fire, according 
to witnesses, and firefighters were able to re- 
move the two from the plane and take them 
down a ladder. About 280 people were in the 
building, but no one inside was injured and 
it was safely evacuated, officials said. 

The pilot and passenger were taken to Ed- 
ward Hospital in Naperville, where a spokes- 
man said they were conscious and alert. 

Dr. Tom Scaletta, medical director of Ed- 


ward’s emergency room, said the injuries 
the McKees sustained were consistent with 
a “serious collision” and compared it to a 
serious car crash. They could be released in 
two days, he said. 

Scaletta said there was no immediate in- 
dication of brain injury, but in with a “car or 
airplane crash we always have that concern.” 

“Obviously it could have killed them 
both on impact,” he said. “It’s hard to say 
exactly how they’ll recover. When we say 
serious {injury}, we mean serious. They’re 
still in the testing stage.” 


‘L’ stop to be renamed 
to honor Washington

A downtown “E’ station will be renamed in honor of the late Mayor 
Harold Washington. The CTA board voted Wednesday to change 
the name of the Library- St ate Wan Buren rail station to the Harold 
Washington Library-State/Van Buren station. 

The move follows an informal campaign by several residents who 
have appeared before the CTA board during the past several years 
to urge the change. 

The rail station is outside the Harold Washington Library Center, 
400 S. State St. The station opened 19 years ago. 

Near North Side resident George Blakemore, 68, who addressed 
the CTA board last month advocating the name change, said 
Wednesday that the election of Washington, the city’s first African- 
American mayor, is “a part of black history and Chicago history” 
Washington was mayor from 1983 until his death in 1987. 
Blakemore credited God and his own tenacity, as well as Mayor 
Daley “for seeing the need to rename the station.”

Court troubled by protests 


Pja WASHINGTON Despite free- 
speech concerns, the Supreme 
Court justices sounded sympathetic 
Wednesday to a lawsuit filed by the 
father of a Marine killed in Iraq 
whose funeral was picketed by pro- 
testers with signs like “Thank God 
for IEDs.” 

The justices seemed inclined to set 
a limit to freedom of speech when 
ordinary citizens are targeted with es- 
pecially personal and hurtful attacks. 
The First Amendment says the gov- 
ernment may not restrict free speech, 
but it is less clear when it also shields 
speakers from private lawsuits. 

The Phelps family from Topeka, 
Kan., has picketed at military funer- 
als across the nation and said God is 
punishing America and its soldiers 
because of its tolerance for homo- 
sexuality 

In 2006 they traveled to Mary- 
land, where they held anti-war and 
anti-gay signs at the funeral of Mat- 
thew Snyder, and they also put on 
their website a message that accused 
his father, Albert Snyder, of having 
raised his son “to defy the Creator” 
and “serve the devil.” 

A Maryland court awarded Sny- 
der $5 million in damages, but the 
award was thrown out on free-speech 
grounds. 

It will be several months before 
the court rules in Snyder v. Phelps.

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JONATHAN TOEWS PLAYS IT COOL AS BLACKH AWKS SET OFF TO DEFEND STANLEY CUP

Two weeks after win- I 9 p.m. Thursday, Vs. 
ning the Stanley Cup V 
in June, Jonathan 
Toews jet-setted to Cana- 
da where he met “Jersey Shore’s” Snooki back- 
stage at the MuchMusic Video Awards. 

She flirted, and he played along, even let- 
ting her squeeze his biceps. She asked him if 
he followed the “Gym Tan Laundry” routine 
like the guys on the show. “I do, of course, 
since it’s cool now, thanks to you guys,” he jok- 
ingly responded. 

It was a rare glimpse into Toews’ not-so- 
serious, off-the-ice life. 

Fans know the 22-year-old as a quiet team 
leader, the model pro athlete, the face of the 
Blackhawks and the third-youngest captain in 
NHL history 

Although some fans call him Captain Seri- 
ous, the moniker bugs Toews. 

“I am a serious guy and very goal-driven, 
but obviously some people think that’s all 
there is to me, which is kind of sad,” Toews 
told RedEye after practice last week. “It’s just 
an annoying nickname. I don’t like it. ... It just 
doesn’t sound fun.” 

So, who is the Jonathan Toews most fans 
don’t know? It’s difficult to get him to answer 
that question. He’s a modest and seemingly 
private and guarded person. 

“I am just a normal guy,” Toews said. “I’m 
enjoying big-city life in Chicago. ... I’m a pret- 
ty simple guy for the most part. I love to play 
hockey” 

In the hockey world, he’s not what you’d 
call normal. This year, he reached the pinnacle 
of his career with an Olympic gold medal, a 
Stanley Cup title and the Conn Smythe tro- 
phy as playoff MVP. 

Regarded as one of the premier players in 
the NHL, his name already has surfaced as 
a potential contender for the league’s MVP. 
He’ll begin a quest to claim that honor— along 


with defending the Stanley Cup— in the sea- 
son opener Thursday 

But the attention heaped on him after win- 
ning the Cup, like riding by himself in his own 
parade in his native Canada, seems to make 
him uncomfortable. “I’m not used to that,” he 
said. “I’m not a big showoff.” 

And that’s what some fans like about him. 

“He doesn’t take the glory He’s just a hum- 
ble player, and you gotta respect that,” said 
Natalie Zaczek, 26, of Plainfield. 

When he’s having fun, Toews has been 
known to party at clubs such as Underground, 
like he did days after winning the Cup. He 
dresses up for Halloween (last year’s costume 
with ex-teammate Adam Burish was the duo 
from “Dumb and Dumber”). 

And he has teamed up with Kane to 


play pranks on Burish and Patrick Sharp 
while on the road. One joke featured a garbage 
can full of water that spilled on his teammates 
when they opened their hotel room door. 

Off the ice at the University of North Da- 
kota, Toews would go fishing, watch TV and 
chill with friends, said Chay Genoway who 
played hockey with Toews in high school and 
for a year in college. 

‘Away from the rink, he’s just a normal 
guy fun to hang around with and fun to be 
around,” Genoway said. 

These days, Toews likes to play video games 
on his PSP and “Mario Kart” on Wii. He also 
shoots pool and plays pingpong. 

“He wants to win at everything. So if you’re 
doing any kind of competition, he’s going to 
get mad if he’s not going to win,” teammate 


Brian Campbell said. 

Toews also pokes fun at Kane, particularly 
for the mullet he grew during the playoffs. 

“We’re kind of going down the same path, 
and we’ve been together in that kind of re- 
spect since Day 1. It’s cool to have someone 
along there with you, keeping you straight, 
especially for him I guess for the most part,” 
Toews said. 

If Kane had to pick a word to describe 
Toews, it would be mature. 

“It seems like he’s 27, 28 years old in the 
locker room. He’s really only 22. He’s mature 
beyond his years where sometimes it makes 
me look like the little kid. ... Sometimes he 
makes me look bad,” Kane said. 

Toews isn’t a saint, though. In college, he 
was busted for underage drinking. Nor is he 
as serious as everybody thinks. Toews can be 
easygoing yet easy to rile up, Kane said. 

At North Dakota, Toews had no nickname. 

“When he was here, he was Johnny to his 
teammates. He’s ultra-competitive and ex- 
tremely well-prepared,” said Dave Hakstol, 
his college hockey coach. “His loyalty amongst 
his close friends and teammates from his days 
here is impressive, and he’s continued those 
relationships, and I think that speaks volumes 
about a young man.” 

Despite his age, older teammates respect 
him. 

“It’s tough to fathom him being that age 
and having it together like he does,” said goal- 
ie Marty Turco, 35. 

Eddie Olczyk, a former Hawks player and 
current TV analyst for the Hawks on Comcast 
SportsNet, said Toews is a talented player and 
a down-to-earth guy with a sense of humor. 

“He is very soft-spoken. He knows he has a 
job to do. He’s going to tell you what he thinks 
or sees. He’s not going to give you a lot, that’s 
just him,” he said. 

“He’s so intense, and he’s a competitor, and 
he wants to win all the time.”

Clinic burst onto the music scene in 2000 with the 
Thom Yorke-endorsed “Internal Wrangler,” a man- 
ic outpouring of nervous youthful energy, twitchy 
post-punk psychedelia and the helium-fueled 
exhalations of love-him-or-hate-him singer Ade 
Blackburn. A decade later, the band’s sixth album 
finds the Liverpool quartet sounding far more 
comfortable in its own skin. Even Blackburn’s 
keening voice has lost most of its sharper edges 
with the passing of time. 

The group sets the tone with album opener 
“I’m Aware,” a dreamy wash of acoustic guitar, 


“ooh ooh” vocals and resting heartbeat 
bass. “Radiostory” finds Blackburn chan- 
neling his inner Jarvis Cocker, delivering 
a spoken-word monologue atop a mellow 
stew of haunted melodica and shuffling 
drums. Indeed, the closest the band gets 
to its more raucous past is the snarling, 
guitar-driven “Lion Tamer.” Elsewhere, 
Clinic spins its own twisted version of ’60s 
lounge pop, delivering straightforward love 
songs (“Baby”) alongside more cryptic fare 
like the gently rocking, fractured art-pop of 
the album’s title track.
